Residents must pay as 
incinerator skeleton 
comes out of closet 
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Troubled boy s ispended 9 times 

May be tried as adult

The youth arrested and charged in 
the death and dismemberment of a 
dog last October in Romulus, was in 
Wayne County Juvenile Court April 
10th. The hearing was held to deter¬ 
mine whether the boy would be 
chained as a juvenile or an adult on 
animal cruelty charges. 

The boy, named withheld due to 
minor status, was suspended from 
Romulus High after it was discov¬ 
ered he had been the student who 
had left parts of the mutilated animal 
in various parts of the high school. 

School teachers and counselors 


had long questioned the boy's emo¬ 
tional well being, labeling him "trou¬ 
bled." One sociology teacher had 
asked students what they wanted to 
be remembered for in a class assign¬ 
ment. The boy wrote; "For killing 
Martha Stewart, Oprah Winfrey and 
Jenny Jones." 

The decision as to juvenile reha¬ 
bilitation, adult punishment, or a 
combination of both will be handed 
down by Chief Referee Tom 
Doetsch. If his decision is to charge 
the boy as an adult, he could face up 
to four years in prison. If Doetsch 
decides the boy should be treated as 
a juvenile, he will be removed from 
his home, and be subject to counsel¬ 


ing and behavior modification until 
he turns 19 years old. 

People for the Ethical Treatment 
of Animals, (PETA) has written a 
letter to Wayne County Prosecutor 
Michael Duggan with an offer to ed¬ 
ucate the boy on how give humane 
treatment to animals. 

The boy, had been suspended 
nine times during the school year for 
various infractions, including draw¬ 
ings with violent themes, swearing at 
bus drivers, painting and drawing 
graffiti on school property. 

School social worker Rhonda 
McAllister testified that she had 
been working with the boy and his 
parents for many weeks because of 


the nature of the drawings done in 
many of his classrooms, including 
those describing websites showing 
mutilated animals. She was con¬ 
cerned about whether the student 
would attempt suicide due to papers 
he had written talking about not 
wanting to live. 

McAllister was concerned about 
the safety of other students in the 
building, and of her own safety. The 
boy had previously been certified as 
emotionally impaired and was part 
of the school's special education cur¬ 
riculum. 

A decision in the matter will be 
reached soon, with charges filed ac¬ 
cordingly. 


Police bust S3 at rave party

The incinerator is a skeleton that 
Westland likes to keep in a closet. 
For years it has sat out of sight and 
out of mind to most every resident. 
People knew not where their trash 
went, nor did they care if it was 
buried or burned. 

Such lack of interest by the public 
and lack of education by our elected 
officials left the door wide open for 
others to decide for the people. Oth¬ 
ers who made long-term decisions 
that benefit who? Certainly not the 
residents paying the premium. 

Westland's costs have silently 
creeped up and those creative in fi¬ 
nance have had to shift funds to off¬ 
set expenses when millage money 
ran its course. 

It is a huge expense that ranks 
below police and fire, and yet the 
only solution offered is for another 
request for the people to pay extra 
taxes above what is already collect¬ 
ed in our regular taxes for sanitation. 


Romulus Police busted a rave 
party at an airport warehouse early 
on the morning of April 7th. 

"Raves" are usually large dance 
parties associated with the drug 
MDMA, known on the streets as 
ecstasy. Organizers arrange techno 
type music supplied by hired disc 
jockeys, and commonly charge a 
cover fee to enter the premises. 

The warehouse, which had been 
under surveillance since Decem¬ 
ber, was owned and operated by a 
25 year old male. He had held one 
rave in December, but Romulus 
PD were tipped off too late to put 
together a raid at that time. How¬ 
ever, officers continued to watch 
the warehouse in order to bust it at 
the time a rave was being held. 

Party organizers passed out a 
telephone number at which contact 
could be made to get directions 
and information. Romulus police 
were tipped off at approximately 
10 p.m. the night of the party to the 
number, and were able to get the 
location and time of the party. A 
team of 13 officers were sent to the 
scene, raiding the party sometime

after midnight. 

Romulus police were able to ap¬ 
prehend and contain 83 people 
ranging in age from 18 to 25. Offi¬ 
cers confiscated cocaine, marijua¬ 
na, ecstasy and many other types 
of pills that have been sent to the 
Michigan State Police for analysis. 

Eighty-one of the detainees 
were processed on the scene, with 
fingerprinting, securing of identifi¬ 


cations, and photographing. Two 
suspects were brought to the sta¬ 
tion for drug possession. 

Warrants will be issued when 
all information is obtained, in¬ 
cluding lab reports from the state 
police. Charges will be more seri¬ 
ous for the owner of the ware¬ 
house and the organizer of the 
party. 

Last year Federal prosecutors 


began indicting rave party orga¬ 
nizers under a federal crack house 
law. The 1986 law, passed to com¬ 
bat crack cocaine, was designed to 
punish the owners or operators of 
houses, warehouses, or halls used 
for the manufacture, storage, dis¬ 
tribution or use of illegal drugs. 
Violators face a maximum penalty 
20 years on prison and a $500,000 
fine. 


Council debates computers, firefighters

Improvements, for the fire depart¬ 
ment, concerns over the proposed air¬ 
port authority and an outdated comput¬ 
er system were topics of debate at Ro¬ 
mulus City Council’s special meeting 
to discuss the Fiscal Year 2002/2003 
Budget. 

Talks heated up when it came to 
discussing the need for more full-time 
firemen. The council and finance de¬ 
partment debated this versus the need 
for new computer technology. 

The current computer system for 
payroll, accounts receivable and ac¬ 
counts payable is a Data General MC 
3500 purchased in 1986. Hardware 
parts for the computer no longer exist, 
should one need to be replaced. “If we 
walk in one day and it doesn’t work, 
what are we going to do?” asked Fi¬ 
nance Director Debbie Hoffman to the 
council. 

4t We’re at risk of not being able to 
provide basic services for our residents 
if something happens to that system,” 
said Councilman Leroy Burcroff in de¬ 
fense of the need for an upadated com¬ 


puter. Instead of the council getting a 
laptop, the system should be updated, 
according to Burcroff. 

There is an uigent need for a full¬ 
time fireman to help the fire depart¬ 
ment run more efficiently. ‘To be able 
to look at the community and say 
‘Look we can’t hire any more full-time 
fire fighters but we have a state-of-the- 
art system here that the city’s going to 
run just grand,’ I mean, that’s really 
said,” said Council woman Debbie Ro- 
mak. Romulus currently has eight full¬ 
time firefighters. 

Councilman William Crova was 
concerned that additional full-time fire¬ 
men have already affected funds for 
volunteers firemen. “We’ve taken an 
awful lot of pay away from our volun¬ 
teer fire fighters,” said Councilman 
William Crova 

“I think the volunteer fire fighters 
are a real important core for our fire 
department and we don’t want to de¬ 
stroy that,” he added. 

Volunteer fire fighters had a signifi¬ 
cant decrease in pay from the 2001 to 
2002 budget. In 2001 the city budget¬ 
ed 200,000 dollars for fire fighters, in 


2002 109,000 dollars. 

As a source for more funds. Coun¬ 
cilman William Wadsworth called the 
airport a “gold mine” that the city must 
tap into. “If we get 15 percent of what 
we hope for, it’s more than we’re get¬ 
ting right now,” said Wadsworth. 

Wadsworth is hoping that the new 


authority, if and when it is approved, 
will not go into effect until the next fis¬ 
cal year so as not to affect fpnds going 
towards the city. 

Crova commended Mayor Alan 
Lambert for trying to balance funds. 
“It’s a tough position you’re in,” he 
said

Window on Wayne 


Before Sunday, Dec. 7, 1941 - a 
day that would live in infamy , as 
President Franklin Delano Roo¬ 
sevelt would tell the nation be¬ 
cause of the cowardly sneak at¬ 
tack by Imperial Japan upon Pearl 
Harbor that forced the US into 
World War EE, there were 4,000 peo¬ 
ple who called the Village of Wayne 
their home. Moreover, there were 
only 2,000 who lived in what was 
then the Tbwnship of Nankin. 

World War n woke the sleepy gi¬ 
ant that was the United States. 
The attack also shook up the 
sleepy, agricultural village of Wayne 
to the realities of a world-wide con¬ 
flict in which their sons and 
daughters would be called upon to 
fight, to defend freedom and liber- 

ty- 

War changed the nation; it also 
changed Wayne forever. 

Peace-time industry retooled 
for war and soon Detroit became 
known as the Arsenal of Democra¬ 
cy. And Wayne rolled up its sleeves 
to help to provide the weapons for 
the war that would last four years 
and would become the bloodiest 
in the history of mankind.. 

The Stinson Aircraft, a Division 
of Vaultee Consolidated, began 
production of training planes, and 
the famous Flying Jeeps. The local 
plant eventually would employ 
1,800 workers. 

The Federal Government pur¬ 
chased the former Graham-Paige 
factory on Michigan Avenue at the 
Railroad. The building was imme¬ 
diately remodeled and enlarged. 
The plant was then leased to Ben- 
dix Corporation, which produced 
Military Aircraft landing struts. 

Nearby Willow Run became 
one of the keys in the Arsenal of 
Democracy as the plant produced 
the deadly B-24. 

In order to accommodate the 
influx of new workers to Wayne 
and the area, the Norwayne House 
Project was built. It was at that 
time the second largest public 
housing project in the United 
States. About 200 families imme¬ 
diately moved into the apart-

ments. More than 10,000 would 
eventually make up the Norwayne 
community. 

Industry and housing also 
brought business and families to 
the Village of Wayne. During this 
period, however, some would recall 
that local businesses didn’t treat 
the newcomers in Norwayne as 
cordially as they did the old-timers. 

At the same time the Village of 
Wayne decided to build the Avon¬ 
dale Subdivision. Some 700 units 
went up. 

In 1940, the Village of Wayne is¬ 
sued 1,901 building permits at a 
value of $6,608, 661. In 1943, there 
were an additional 1,001 permits 
issued at a value of $3,698,638, but 
village officials at the time didn’t 
smell roses immediately. 

Would you believe that 900 
units sat empty in, Norwayne, and 
400 in the Avondale Subdivision? 

By 1944, all homes were rented 
or sold and a problem again sur¬ 
faced - there was not enough hous¬ 
ing by the end of that year. 

To meet housing needs, Wayne 
residents began to take in 
roomers. 

Tb accommodate newcomers, 
the Village also approved the con¬ 
struction of Wayne Park. The Park 
was built at Howe Road and For¬ 
est Street. This was a small trailer 
park that housed workers who 
were employed at the Romulus Air 
Base. Over the years the air base 
developed into a county and later 
the Detroit Metropolitan Airport.

The City of Inkster has been 
awarded a $375,000, four-year grant 
from the State of Michigan for the 
prevention of juvenile delinquency. 

The award was made by the Ju¬ 
venile Grant Unit of the Family Inde¬ 
pendence Agency as part of its 
“Communities That Care” program, 
a Title V initiative. 

The term of the grant is Feb. 1, 
2002 through Jan. 31,2006. 

In addition to the state grant, 
funding for the delinquency preven¬ 
tion effort over four years includes 
$93,750 from the City of Inkster and 
in-kind service matches from the 
Inkster Public Schools and Starfish 


Family Services, a human service 
agency based in Inkster, amounting 
to $93,750. 

The total of $562,500 is allocated 
to provide $150,000 a year for the first 
three years and $112,500 for the final 
year. 

“This grant is an important cata¬ 
lyst,” said City Manager Robert Gor¬ 
don. ‘It gives the City of Inkster the 
resources we need to launch a long¬ 
term prevention strategy against ju¬ 
venile delinquency instead of just re¬ 
acting to it. It will be a community¬ 
wide effort with special focus on chil¬ 
dren in grades K through 5.” 

The grant will be used primarily to 


provide training for teachers and par¬ 
ents, and to fund outreach activities. 
Plans call for all elementary and mid¬ 
dle school teachers in the Inkster 
School District to be trained to rec¬ 
ognize and respond to antisocial be¬ 
havior by children. 

Community outreach will concen¬ 
trate on identifying and coordinating 
resources in the community that can 
assist in delinquency prevention. 

The initiative to pursue the grant 
was coordinated by the Inkster Task 
Force for Strong Families, a 21-mem¬ 
ber group that includes representa¬ 
tives of the Inkster City Council, 
Wayne County Commission, Inkster

District has a surplus 


Despite board members’ fears 
that Plymouth-Canton schools are 
not equally funded due to Proposal 
A caps, the district will exceed its 
projected fund balance at the end 
of the school year with a surplus of 
$11,850,191. 

Last week. Finance Director Pa¬ 
tricia Brand told the school board 
that the school would not run a 
deficit this budget year but would 
end the school year on a positive 
with a surplus. 

Total revenue for the year 
stands at $120,642,448, with total 
expenditures expected to be 
$119,104032. 


Expenditures break down as fol¬ 
lows: instruction, which includes 
teacher salaries, $88,842,746. 

Support services, which include 
general administration, central ser¬ 
vices, business services, mainte¬ 
nance and operations, transporta¬ 
tion services, school activities and 
community service, $29,274,836. 

Operating transfers, which in¬ 
cluded a $125,000 match grant, 
$125,000. 

And the major projects fund 
paid out $861,450. 

“That is an excellent financial 
forecast,” said school board Presi¬ 
dent Liz Givens.

Teachers union makes 
special-ed demands 

At last Monday’s board meeting, 
Van Buren Special-Ed teachers com¬ 
plained that the district is hamper¬ 
ing teachers by using the Wayne 
County Special Education Waiver 

The waiver; allows districts to in¬ 
crease special education enrollments 
and caseloads. Currently, nearly every 
special education program in Van Bu¬ 
ren is full with the waiver in place. 

“Our preschool program is oper¬ 
ating with a special deviation, allow¬ 
ing additional students,” said Ina We- 
senberg, a Van Buren Education As¬ 
sociation trustee. 

Wesenberg said that the speech 
therapy program is also full. 

A special education department 
report said that teachers work extra 
hours to fulfill the requirements of the 
Special Education Plan for Wayne 
County and the Federal Law IDEA 

“In most buildings, special educa¬ 
tion teachers are asked to perform 
general duties, study skills, supervised 
study, lunch supervision, bus duty and 
special reading initiatives,” she said. 

They must also participate in build¬ 
ing level committees and meetings. 

One of the chief complaints is that 
all documentation, reams of paper¬ 
work required by the county, must be 
done by hand or by phone. No com¬ 
puter network exists in the Van Bu¬ 
ren schools linking the special ed de¬ 
partments, and no software has been 
made available to those teachers. 

“Accurate record keeping pro¬ 
tects our district from the ever-pre¬ 
sent litigious community” she said. 

The teachers requested: four days 
of release time annually per special 
education teacher; stipends for 
teachers attending meetings outside 
of contract hours; technology train¬ 
ing and software necessary to do the 
mountains of paperwork associated 
with each special education student; 
the suspension of the use of the 
Wayne County Waiver, and caseload 
limits for staff members, speech ther¬ 
apists, psychologists, social workers, 
and teacher consultants.

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Van Buren extracts 
concessions, Barth excels 
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In some ways, Van Buren Township has it 
right. Instead of refusing to negotiate with 
Waste Management and its huge landfill in 
the township or Environmental Quality and 
their massive hazardous .waste dump, they 
extract all kinds of concessions from these 
companies. 

The latest case, as reported last week, has 
Waste Management seeking permits to ex¬ 
pand their lan dfill operation to an adjoining 
65 acres at 1-275 and Ecorse Road. Van Bu¬ 
ren Township is agreeing not to oppose the 
landfill in exchange for the financing of a 
brick monument announcing Van Buren 
Township along Ecorse Road and the plant¬ 
ing of numerous trees throughout the town¬ 
ship. 

Additionally, Waste Management has 
agreed to give the township a road right-of- 
way across their properties that abut Ecorse 
Road. The right-of-way would facilitate the 
creation of a boulevard along Ecorse Road, 
further beautifying that part of the town¬ 
ship. 

Van Buren, recognized a long time ago 
that they must co-exist with these facilities. 
All the taxpayer money in the world is not 
going to persuade our court system to rule 
against a carefully conceived environmental 
waste business. I think there may be a les¬ 
son for Romulus here. 

Some Romulus students have learned 
their lessons well. Rob Baty’s fifth grade 
Barth Elementary class recently finished 
third in a computer-intemet-game contest 
sponsored by DTE. 

Remarkably the third place finish was not 
amongst Metro Detroit elementaries or even 
fifth grade classes. The Barth class finished 
first in those categories. But when you take 
all the high schools and middle schools that 



competed, 
and their were 
dozens, 

Barth’s fifth- 
graders beat 
all schools but 
two. 

School offi¬ 
cials are proud of the fact that Romulus has 
over 2,000 new computers for their 4,000 stu¬ 
dents, and all have high speed fiber optic in¬ 
ternet connections. They would like you to 
believe that Romulus is very high-tech, and 
maybe this contest proves that. 

Now, if only they cduld figure out their 
new phone system at the schools. 

The audacity of those people. That was 
my reaction to the National Therapeutic 
Massage Clinic, when it opened its doors at 
one of downtown Wayne’s main street cor¬ 
ners. Worse than all the empty storefront, 
here now was a storefront hiding illegal ac¬ 
tivities in the back rooms. 

This business was allowed to operate for 
several months. They advertised in the 
sports section of the Detroit Free Press and 
News several times a week. Anyone in their 
right mind knew this was not a legitimate 
massage business. 

Finally, in November of last year, the 
Wayne Police were able to raid the facility 
and confirm the suspected prostitution and 
solicitation activities. The raid signaled the 
end of the business, and last week the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s office announced a set¬ 
tlement in which the owners were fined 
$15,000, and able to keep the $5,286 that was 
confiscated at the time of the raid. 

The money will actually go to the Wayne 
Police Department to pay for the expense of 
conducting the raid. 
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Don’t elect ostriches to board 


Wayne-Westland’s disinformation 
campaign worked 

Like the rest of you, I had been 
lulled into complacency about the dis¬ 
trict’s high teenage pregnancy rate. 

But reporting on a statutory rape 
investigation involving a 14-year-old 
Westland girl brought me back to real¬ 
ity. 

While checking around I learned 
that statuary rape reports are not un¬ 
common in the area, and part of the 
problem is lax supervision of the 
teens. 

Obviously, high teenage pregnancy 
rates, a $7-billion-a-year drain on the 
national budget, are not exclusively 
Wayne-Westland’s problem. 

According to a 1997 National Cam¬ 
paign to Prevent Teenage Pregnancy 
pamphlet: ‘The United States has the 
highest rates of teen pregnancy and 
births in the western industrialized 
world” 

Nearly four in 10 young American 
women become pregnant at least 
once before they reach the age of 20, 
almost one million a year 


However nationally the trend is re¬ 
versing. 

“The teen birth rate has declined 
slowly but steadily from 1991 to 2000 
with an overall decline of 22 percent 
for those aged 15 to 19,” National 
Campaign to Prevent Tbenage Preg¬ 
nancy reports. 

Though the trend reversal is re¬ 
flected in out-county Wayne as a 
whole, there are gaps. 

‘There are communities within 
Wayne County where teens are be¬ 
coming pregnant at an alarming 
rate,” Patricia Soares, Wayne County 
Public Health Director, previously 
said 

Wayne-Westland being the worst 
example. 

According to Wayne County 
Health Department statistics, the 
percentage of live births bom to out- 
county 13-19-year-olds between 1996 
and 1998 is 2.5 percent. Across the 
state, the average is 3.1 percent. In the 
Wayne-Westland district, it’s 41 per¬ 
cent. In Norwayne, where the statuto¬ 
ry rape I researched occurred the live 



birth rate for 18-19-year-olds is 25.2 
percent. 

Fortunately, the Wayne County 
Health Department has developed 
programs to prevent the problem in 
the district. But, they can’t do it alone, 
especially with the school district and 
board in full ostrich mode. 

Hopefully, with a June 10 school 
board election coming district voters 
will pressure the candidates, Carol 
Gillentine, a retired Wayne-Westland 
custodian, and Fred Weaver a Canton 
minister, to bring up the issue and 
help get district officials’ heads out of 
the sand 

The district’s students deserved 
to learn more than how to make 
babies.

You are driving down the freeway 
or on a surface street and suddenly 
flashing red lights appear behind 
you. Realizing it’s a police car you 
pull off to the side of the road and 
wait for the officer to tell you why he 
stopped you. But the officer doesn’t 
get out of the cruiser immediately. 
You wait a couple of minutes and fi¬ 
nally the officer (or officers if it’s a 
two man patrol) climb out and ap¬ 
proach your car. 

At this point one of two things 
might occur. The most likely is you 
will be asked for your driver’s license, 
car registration and proof of insur¬ 
ance. If you provide the requested 
information, the officer will explain 
why you were stopped and often 
write a ticket for a traffic violation or 
defective equipment on your car 

The other possibility is you will be 
asked to get out of the car and are 
then handcuffed and informed you 
are under arrest. 

Most local police departments 
among 650,000 daily law enforce¬ 
ment agencies have direct access to 
the FBI’s National Crime Informa¬ 
tion Center (NCIF) which is used in 
such activities as traffic stops and 
background checks. Prior to new 
congressional “anti-terrorist” legisla¬ 
tion, the only names entered into 



that database were people who had 
outstanding warrants for their ar¬ 
rest. 

However, according to an April 
12th article in USA Today, the FBI 
will now be entering the names of 
persons only suspected of terrorist 
activities or association with terror¬ 
ist suspects. In the couple of min¬ 
utes after the stop, the officer, using 
his laptop computer, will have ob¬ 
tained your name (or at least the 
name associated with your license 
plate number) and determined if 
that name is on the FBI’s list. 

If the officer gets a “hit” but there 
is no warrant issued, he will get in¬ 
structions whether to make an ar¬ 
rest, follow the suspect, or notify the 
FBI. Who will make that determina¬ 
tion was not disclosed. 

Especially vulnerable to these 
“warrantless” arrests are non-citi¬ 
zens whose name was added to the 
list based on information from the 


Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS). As recent news sto¬ 
ries attest, the records of the INS are 
in a shambles with visas being 
cleared and INS newsletters being 
sent out to terrorists who died in the 
9/11 suicide attacks. 

The situation is so critical at INS 
that both Congress and President 
Bush are calling for abolition or reor¬ 
ganization of that department. 

Many will say that the “inconve¬ 
nience” of an arrest and temporary 
detention in what turns out to be a 
groundless suspicion is worth pro¬ 
viding protection against terrorism. 
However, civil libertarians of both 
the political right and left decry the 
scrapping of the Fourth Amend¬ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution which 
prohibits warrantless arrests except 
during the commission of a crime. 
The Constitution requires probable 
cause, supported by oath or affirma¬ 
tion, for the issuance of an arrest 
warrant, and not just suspicion. 

Do fears of terrorism override the 
Constitution? That question will un¬ 
doubtedly be fought in the court 
system. But ask yourself this ques¬ 
tion. If suspicion of association with 
terrorism is upheld as grounds for 
arrest, what is the next suspicion 
that will added?
